2. MISS ALBERTSON WHO IS YOUNG, BRIGHT, AND KNOWLEDGEABLE 
IS WELL AND FAVORABLY KNOWN IN AF. SHE HAS NEVER VISITED 
AFRICA AND WOULD LIKE TO MAKE TRIP IF POSSIBLE. SENATOR 
HUMPHREY BELIEVES THIS WOULD BE EXCELLENT EXPOSURE FOR HER 
AS DOES AF. UNFORTUNATELY, PROBLEM OF MONEY ARISES. 

3. MISS ALBERTSON IS NOT ACTUALLY EMPLOYED BY SENATOR 
HUMPHREY OR BY FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE. SHE HAS PRIVATE 
FELLOWSHIP AND IS, IN EFFECT, A KIND OF CONGRESSIONAL 
FELLOW. THUS SHE NOT ELIGIBLE FOR COMMITTEE FUNDS EVEN IF 
COMMITTEE PERMITTED STAFF TO TRAVEL WHICH IT DOES NOT. 

ON THE OTHER HAND, AS PRIVATE INDIVIDUAL SHE COULD ACCEPT 
FUNDS OR TICKETS FOR TRIP IF OFFERED BY GOZ.
